To arrive at a Harmonized Uni-Set (either wood 
or iron clubs), the most delicate scales are constantly in use 
finding the exact weight of head, shaft and grip in the un- 
assembled condition. The shaft must meet exacting mechan- 
ical tests to prove its degree of flexibility and torsion. After 
assembly, with careful checking of lofts, lie, shape, etc., there 
must be perfect exactness of length, point of balance or inertia, 
swinging weight, color of grip and head, so that in the end the 
related clubs will be more than matched. They will be HAR-

STANDARD METHOD OF 
MEASURING CLUBS 


By noting the diagrams herewith the sig- 
nificance of all club dimensions and weights 
used in listing the various clubs will at once 
be apparent. 


“A”’—Depth of blade. 
“B”’—Length of blade. 
“C”’—Loft of blade. 
“D”’—Lie of club. 


“Weight of club’’ is the weight of the com- 
plete club—head and shaft. 


“Length of club” is the distance from top 
of grip to heel of club. 


No two players assume exactly the same 
osition (stance) in the act of striking the 
all. Hence, for that reason, it is obviously 

impossible to lay down any precise, unvary- 

ing rules to govern the uengeh of the clubs 
that a given player should have without 
seeing him in action. The following table 
will serve as an approximate puide, under- 
standing the above mentioned limitations:
